AGUINALDO IS AN ALL-POWERFUL LEADER 


Captain Farrell Describes Accurately 
the Nature of the Strong Defenses 
Taken by Filipinos. 


. oo E : 

‘ Chicago, March 2.—G. P. W. Farrell, 
captain and assistant surgeon of the First 
California volunteers, is in Chicago. His 
regiment was the first to reach Manila last 
June, and the captain was in the island of 
Luzon continously until the last week of 
January, two months ago. | 

He had unusual opportunities to study 
the conditions in the island, as he was 
selected last October to make a tour of 
investigation’ extending from Manila to 
Dagupan. 

He speaks Spanish fluently, and for that 
reason was chosen to carry on many of the 
negotiations with Aguinaldo. He has tra- 
versed the country where the American 
troops are now fighting, and in speaking of 


that locality, said: 

“The railway line extends up the middle 
of the valley along which our troops have 
been advancing. The country in which re- 
cent operations have taken place is very 
flat, and is simply a succession of rice 
fields. Between this valley and the sea is 
a low range of hills, and on the other hand 
is the coast range of mountains, perhaps 
5,000 or 6,000 feet high. Rice flieids are quite 
Small, and are separated by dikes, so that 
they can be floodeds It is an excellent 
country for defensive operations. The na- 
tives can use the dikes for trenches, re- 
treating from one to another, and then in 
abandoning positions, they can flood the 
fields and thus hinder the advance of our 
men. I have not seen it mentioned in the 
dispatches, but I have no doubt that many 
of these fields have been flooded.” 

‘‘What do you believe will. be the effect 
of the present campaign?’ 

“There will be several pitched battles, 
and then Aguinaldo’s army will be dis- 
persed, but the American army in the 
Philippines will have to contend with 
guerrilla warfare for several years to come. 
The natives will not submit, cven if the 
main body of the army is demolished and 
scattered. Still, I do not.think the prospect 
is one that should be alarming or distress- 
ing. Our army will have an experience in 
the Philippines which will be exceedingly 
valuable, and make it all the more effec- 
tive in the future.’’

NATURAI. INK FOR ROSEBERY. 


le Wrote for Some from Alexander 
H. Stephens’s Farm. 
Crawfordsville, Ga., Correspondence of The 

St, Louis’ Globe-Democrat. 

One of the intimate friends of Alexander 
H. Stephens, the vice president of the 
confederacy, has just shipped to England 
a gallon of natural ink, a product of Geor- 
gia soil, to the address of Lord Rosebery, 
the distinguished politician, who once held 
the reins of. the British government. This 
little incident culminates a peculiar and 
interesting story. Some twenty years ago, 
when Stephens was in his prime, Lord 
Rosebery visited the United States. The 
two men met, and in a few weeks were on 
an intimate footing. Mr. Stephens had a 
genial manner, splendid intellect and bril- 
liant conversational abilities. Lord Rose- 
bery was much attachéd to him, and they 
spent much time together. Toward the 
end of the Englishman’s stay he accepted 
the invitation of Mr. Stephens and came 
for a few weeks to the patriarchal home- 
stead near this town. Crawtvrdsville was 
then in its swaddling clothes, and a fine 
specimen of the. quiet American country 
town. Lord Rosebery was charmed with 
the hospitality of the people and the many 
quaint characters he found here, and de- 
clared he had spent one of the pleasantest 
times in the history of his life. Among 
other interesting things which Stephens 
showed him was some natural ink, which 
flows from a peculiar spring at the base of 
Kennesaw mountain, near Marietta, Ga, 
and which he used for all purposes of 
record and correspondence. 

The liquid was a little heavier than the 
manufactured article, but left a permanent 
stain, which made it a valuable agent 
where documents were to be preserved. 
Lord Rosebery finally returned home, and 
kept up @ constant correspondence with 
Mr. Stephens until the latter’s death. A

Of 
course the drilling was very awkwardt and 
the discipline was poor, but the soldiers 
were intensely earnest and enthusiastic 
everywhere, and the fact that the new 
arms were being shipped in and distributed 
showed that some well-defined policy of 
preparation was being put into effect.”

Twenty-Five Miles Long. 


CHILDREN SELLING THEIR SCHOOL BOOKS 


Taking the Proceeds and Going on 
Excursions—An Attempt To Mur- 
der—Other Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 28.—It was decided today 
to establish a rural mail delivery in the 
county of Bibb W. B. Gaitre, special 
agent of the postoffice department, came to 
Macon from Washington several days ago 
to examine into the matter, and yesterday 
and today he and Postmaster Hertz and 
Ben L. Jones and W. J. Beel and commit- 
teemen from the chamber of commerce 
went over the two routes that have been 
selected for the delivery. One of the routes 
goes out by McHiroy’s, in the Vineville 
district, and around by Belleville and the 
Godfrey district, and the other traverses 
through the Bast Macon district. Each 
route is twenty-five mileg long. There will 
be one carrier for each route and three 
trips a week will be made over each route. 
The pay of the carriers will be $40 per an- 
num each, and they much furnish their own 
team for carrying the mail. Each carrier 
will be required tv give a bond of $500. 

Mall boxes will be established along the 
route according to the regular rural de- 
livery system. 

Sell Their School Books. 

Some of the children of the Bibb county 
public schools have been selling their school 
books during the school term, without the 
knowledge or consent of their parents, to 
book dealers in the city, and have used the 
money for purposes of pleasure. In one 
case a pupil soid his books and with the 
proceeds he took a railroad trip to a neigh- 
boring town, . 

With the view of stopping this practice, 
Alderman Morgan, whe is also a member 
of the board of public school education, in- 
troduced an ordinance tonight at the meet- 
ing of the city council which provides that 
ali book dealers shall keep a special record 
of all second-hand school books bought by 
them, from wnom purchased, the price paid 
and to whom resoid, etc. The dealers are 
aiso prohrbited from buying second-hand 
schooi books from any person under twen- 
ty-one years old witnout the written con- 
sent of the minor's parent or guardian.

It is organized on 
the principle that the state has noth- 
ing to do with religious beliefs except 
to see to it that they have liberty to ex- 


selves. Religious liberty is one of the 
corner stones of our free institutions, but 
here in Atlanta the poard of education, 
whether intentionally or not, has put the 
brakes to religious liberty. .To all in- 
tents and purposes, the board says to 
the pupils: “If you are an Episcopalian, 
or a Catholic, or believe in the Hebrew 
faith, well and good. This body can’t 
help that; but if you permit your re- 
ligion to take you out of school in obe- 
dience to its observances, you shall be 
punished for it. ‘This board will see to 
it that you lose your rank and stand- 
ing.” 

Practically that is the meaning and 
effect of the rule, and it flies in the face 
of the organic law of the country and of 
the state. No good can come of it. The 
‘{njustice which it works will be asserted 
by those who are its innocent victims, 
by their parents and friends, and by the 
public at large. Such’ injustice is intol- 
erable in this day and time, and can 
work nothing but barm.

OF ADVERTISING 


In England advertisements are taxed, 
and this burden is a serious inconvenience 
to the poorer classes. 

Such a thing would be impossible in this 
country, because the American press in 
reality controls the government and shapes 
legislation. : 

In the course of 40 years advertising 
has developed into an art, but it doubtless 
has many new and surprising features held 
in reserve for the future. 


Some intelligent people profess a singular 
ignorance of the nature of an advertise- 
ment, and they are all the time urging 
newspapers to publish, free of charge, 
reading matter which plainly serves the 
private interests of those who hand it in 
or request its preparation. 

This sort of thing used to make old Hor- 
ace Greeley mad and it drew from him the 
following pertfnent advice: : 

“When you want an article inserted to 
subserve some purpose other than the pub- 
jc good you should offer to pay for it. It 
is not just that you should solicit the use 
of columns not your own to promote your 
own or your friends’ private interests with- 
out offering to pay for them. The fact that 
you area subscriber gives you no right in 
this respect; if the paper is not worth its 
price, don’t take it. True, you may often 
crowd an article in, through the editor’s 
complacency, that you ought to pay for, 
but he sets you down as a sponge and a 
sneak, and is generally right. If you wish 
to use the columns of any journal to pro- 
mote your own or some other person’s pri- 
Yate {nterests offer to pay for it; there is 
no other honest’ way."’ 


When Swain published The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger he held Greeley’s views 
about advertising. 

On one occasion a gentleman asked him 
to insert without charge an advertisement 
for a poor widow. 

‘Can't do it,’’ said Swain, ‘‘business is 
business, and charity is charity.” 

“Won't you reduce your price?” asked 
the gentleman. s 

‘No, sir. You will have to pay the regu- 
lar charge, $2.’’ 

With great reluctance the other handed , 
over the money and was about to leave, 
when Swain took a ten-dollar bill from his 
vest pocket.

For many years ingenious advertisers 
have filled the papers with business notices 
which open with the announcement of some 
important event and conclude with a few 
lines about a patent medicine or a sewing 
machine. 

This style of advertising is very old. 
More than fifty years ago Henry J. Ray- 
mond was engaged to write every day a 
fancy advertisement of some vegetable 
pills, and his contract made it necessary 
for him to connect—the pills with some 
leading event of the day in order to at- 
tract the attention of his readers. Ray- 
mond did this work with the same ability 
and energy which he afterwards displayed 
as the editor of a great paper. 

In Paris Mosseux devoted himself entirely 
to this peculiar business and he frequently 
received $100 for writing a column adver- 
tisement, 

His contemporary,’ Leon Gozlan, wrote 
short stories in which he introduced the 
names of leading merchants and his work 
made him a rich man, 

In this country there are several adver- 
tising writers who have accumulated com- 
fortable fortunes. 


In a recent article I gave some reminis- 
Cences of Robert Bonner and (showed how 
he built up The New York Ledger by his 
Startling methods of advertising. 

The story of how Bonner sold his country

This remarkable advertisement was talk- 
ed about and copied, and thousands of 
people made inquiries about Melrose Sta- 
tion and the Bonner place.

Even at that time, nearly thirty years 
ago, The Herald’s advertising columns 
were better than a gold mine. When a 
Chicago daily boasted that it received $22,- 
000 for a column adveftisement for cne 
year, the fact came out that The Herald 
received $109,500 for one column for the 
same period. 


Of course a good newspaper is always 
the best advertising medium.

This Will Cause the Wages of Twen- 
ty-Thiee Men To Be Reduced.

All {s stir and . bustle, 
anxiety and apprehension in the 
department: 

Friday morning the semi-annual election 
takes. place. 

This year with the election comes a new 
feature—the grading of the police and the 
paying of classes of salaries. There are 
to be 16 men in tne first grade, and they 
are to be paid $2 a day; and in the sec6nd 
grade there are to be thirty men, and they 
aré to be paid $1.0 a day. In addition to 
these there are to be ten supernumeraries 
elected. This was done, it is said, to meet 
the reduced appropriation. 

The police bogrd met yesterday morn- 
frig, and the most important matter, aside 
from the inspection of the department 
force, was the adoption of a recommenda- 
tion by Commissioner Patterson, which 
called for. the grading af the force. 

i The recommendation was voted against 
by Commissioner Jones, the others all 
voting for it. 

Under the new plan, the force will con- 
sist of, outside of the officers. one hundred 
patroimen of the first grade and thirty 
patrolimen of the second grade. The first- 
grade men are to receive $2 a day and the 
second-grade-men are to be paid $1.50 a 
day. The ten supernumeraries, when they 
Serve, are to be paid as second-grade men. 

The force at present consists of 123 pa- 
trolmen, who are paid $2.a day. There are 
twenty-three supernumeraries, who receive 
$2 a day whenever they work. Under the 
new plan, there will always be on duty 130 
‘page thoré thah are on at present. 
~. How They Will Be Graded. 

When the election occurs Friday 100 men 
will be placed in the first grade, and this 
means that of the present force twenty- 
three men will have their salaries cut 
from $60 to $45 a month. This is what is 
causing fresh uneasiness among the men 
along with the apprehension’ they have 
been feeling about getting on the force at 
all. 

It is claimed by the advocates of the 

new plan that the city will get seven more 
policemen, and in answer to the criticism 
that one policeman should not be paid 
more than another, they say: 
“A policeman who has served long and 
faithfully, who has become a good officer 
from experience, who has faced bullets.and 
* Weather to gain that experience, should be 
paid more than is paid the man with less 
experience.” 

The men in the second grade wil! be 
regularly promoted as vacancies occur in 

the first grade.

There were subsequent amendments reg- 
ulating the salaries of all officers and pa- 
trolmen of the force, but the wages of the 
patrolmen were never changed except when 
the question of paying for the uniforms 
was up. They were once allowed 15 cents 
for their uniforms, and then this was taken 
from them. But in all these changes action 
was taken by the city council, and the po- 
lice board never raised or lowered a salary 
without an ordinance. 

Section 488 of the amendments says: ‘‘Pa- 
trolmen or policemen shall receive two 
dollars a day,’’’ 

It is true that as the city laws now 
stand the salary of a policeman is fixed at 
$2 a day, and the only question is whether 
the police board can make a change with- 
out an ordinance by council. 

Commissioner Patterson said last night 
when his attention was called to the city 
code: | 

“TI think the police board has the power to 
lower a salary, but not to raise it. The 
price of $2 is given us, in my. opinion, as 4 
maximum. I believe we have the authority 
for doing what we have done.” 

It looks very much 4s if the matter will 
result in a lively fight in the city coun- 
cil, 
Mayor Woodward was sick yesterday and 
did not attend the meeting of the police 
board, and therefore his opinion on the 
matter could not be obtained. 

Police Force Is Inspected. 

The police force was inspected yesterday 
morning by the board of commissioners. 
The inspection was not carried on as hith- 
erto. In past years the men were called 
before the board in squads of six, or more, 
and questioned. This year they were mere- 
ly lined up in the drill hall and looked 
over, Mke a governor reviewing troops. 
The men think this augurs well for the re- 
election of nearly the entire force.

In fact, it is 
simply a matter of opinion as to what one 
considers a Jikeness. Major Smith trinks 
the picture is a miserable drub and that it 
does not look like him at all, while Artist 
Cox, on the’ other hand, thinks the picture 
is a perfect likeness, except that it fatters 
Major Smith some.

“One of the Largest Organizations of 
Its Kind in the Country and Well 
; Represented Here. 


The southern members of the Home Fo- 
rum Benefit Order, one of the largest or- 
ganizations of its kind in the country, will 
hold @ convention here next Tuesday for 
the purpose of electing delegates to the 
convention of the supreme lodge to be held 
at St. Louls in May. ; 

(Each lodge in the southern states com- 
prising the southern district of the order 
will send delegates to the session to be held 
jn this city and it is probable that several 
hundred members will be present to take 
part in the meetings.

The headquarters of the order is in Chica- 
go and each year since its organization a

électing officers of the grand lodge and 
this year the convention will be convened 


at St. Louis. 

Already preparations are being made for 
the supreme convention to be held in May 
and it is probable that it will be the largest 
and most enthusiastic held since the organ- 
ization of the order nearly four years ago.

BISHOP BECKER IS NOW HERE 


Will Be Celebrant in All Services Dur- 
ing the Week. 


EASTER PROGRAMMES NOT YET ARRANGED 


They Will Be Unusually Fine This 
Year and Will Be Announced 
Within a Few Days. 


Holy Week service in the 
churches begin today. Bishop Becker is in 
the city, having made Atlanta his tem- 
porary residence because of the recent de- 
struction by fire of the cathedra] at Sa- 
vannah, and at all services at the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception wili be the 
celebrant. | 

The principal services will occur at the 
Church of the Immaculate ‘Conception, 
Bishop Becker having requested the priests 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart to as- 
sist during Holy Week at the fcrmer 
church. 

On Wednesday, Thursday and Friday at 
7:30 o’clock at night the solemn service of 
Tenebrae will occur in the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception. Praye-s and 
chants will be sung by the choir, expressing 
the grief of the church over the passion 
and death of Christ, and over the sins 
which caused His death, in order to move 
sinners to return to God. 

The service of Tenebrae is in memory of 
the evening when Christ was i.:ken pris- 
oner, of the darkness of three hours at His 
crucifixion, and of the spiritual darkness 
which prevailed in the minds of His disci- 
ples during Christ’s passion. A triangular 
candlestick containing twelve lighted can- 
dles rests upon the altar at the beginning 
of the service, and they are extinguished 
one after another. 

These lights signify the twelve apostles 
and the extinguishing of them is to repre- 
sent how, one after another, they deserted 
Christ. After the twelve candles have been 
extinguished all lights on vhe altar ere put 
out except one candle, which is h‘@den for 
the time and later brought again into view. 
The putting out of all the lizhts is to re- 
mind Catholics of the darkness which pre- 
vailed wpon the earth at the time of the 
death of Christ, of the blindness of the 
Jews and of the gradual extinguishment of 
belief in Christ. 

The single candle which '!s hidden and 
then again brought into view signifies 
Christ, whose body was buried in the grave, 
from which He soon after arose by His 
own power, and thereby showed Himself 
more clearly than before to ve the L'‘ght of 
the World. 

Immediately before the light which signt- 
fies Christ is brought into view a noise is 
made on the altar, which is intended to re- 
mind of the earthquake which ceecurred at 
the death of Christ. 

On Thursday at 10:0 o’clock pontifical 
high mass, including the biessing cf the 
holy oils, followed by a procession of the 
most holy sacrament, will be celebrated in 
the Church of the Immaculate Conception. 

On Friday morning at 9 o’clock the un- 


veiling and veneration of the cross will oc- | 


cur. At all of these services Bishop 


Becker will be the celebrant, assisted by ' 


Fathers Bazin, Gunn, Colbert, Guinan and 
Reis, and Father Schadewell, as master of 
ceremonies. 

Friday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock the way 
of the cross will be celebrated. At 9 
o'clock on Saturday morning Father 
Schadewell will bless the fire, paschal can- 
die and the baptismal fount, after which 
the litanies will be sung, followed by high 
mass. The high mass on Easter Sunday 
will be celebrated by Bishop Becker, who 
will also deliver the sermon. 

At the Sacred Heart Church. 

Owing to the presence of Bishop Becker 
at the Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion and of the assistance that the priests 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart will give 
at services in the former chirch, there will 
be no conflict in hours. 

Mass will be celebrated at 8 o’clock on 
Holy Thursday, followed by a procession 
to the altar of repose.

FORTY DEGREBS 


Thermometer Registered Thirty-One De- 
grees This Morning at 2 O'clock. 


CHANGE SUDDEN AND RAPID 


At Noon Yesterday A*anta Was Ex- 
periencing Springlike Weather. 


THIS MORNING IT IS WINTRY ANB FREEZING 


Change Was Caused by the Sudden 
Arrival of an Area of High Pres- 
sure from the Northwest. 


Official. 
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In the short space of twelve hours At- 
lanta weather has changed from that which 
indicated the approach of spring to the 
Wild and windy which is a gentle reminder 
that winter has not yet gone. 

In twelve hours the mercury fell 40 de- 
grees, which is something unusual and a 
drop which, according to the weather bu- 
reau, is seldom recorded, especially at this 
Season of the year. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the tempera- 
ture, as recorded by an unofficial ther- 
mometer, stood at 31 degrees above Zero or 
1 degree below freezing. The wind was 
blowing at a rapid rate and it was extreme- 
ly cold and disagreeable. 

The indications are that Atlantians will 
wake up this morning to find that early 
flowers and early vegetables, if not entirely 
destroyed, have been badly injured by the 
cold winds. The high wind will prevent a 
frost, but the likelihood is that damage 
will be done by the cold. 

The fall in the temperature which was 
recorded from 12 o’clock yesterday to 12 
o’clock last night was one of the greatest 
that Atlanta has experienced in some time, 
and although the weather is not a surprise 
to the officials of the government weather 
bureau, it will doubtless cause exclama-~ 
tions of surprise from those who are neither 
posted on weather matters nor prepared for 
such late and sudden changes. 

At noon yesterday the thermometer on 
the custom house registered 72 degrees and 
the weather was rainy and altogether dis- 
agreeable. Immediately after the severe 
rain storm which visited the city shortly 
after noon the mercury began to steal to- 
ward the bottom of the thermometer. At 
8 o’clock last night it registered 39 degrees, 
at 10:30 o’clock 35 degrees, and at midnight, 
by an unofficial thermometer, 32 degrees. 
At 2 o’clock the unofficial record was 31 
degrees and the mercury still dropping. 

The Weather of Yesterday. 

The weather played an April fool joke on 
Atlanta, and while the joke was unlooked 
for by nearly every one who thought spring 
had arrived, it did not fool the weather 
man. For the past twenty-four hours he 
had kept his eagle eye on an area of “high” 
pressure out in the northwest. He Knew 
that when the “high” started it was coming 
by way of Atlanta and he also knew that 
when it did come here it was going to make 
the mercury seek the lower_part of the 
tube. 

It was due here yesterday afternoon ac- 
cording to the calculations of the weather 
man, and it came in on schedule time. 
During the morning the clouds began to 
gather in the ‘heavens as if waiting for the 
wind to bring them in to Atlanta. Shortly 
after noon the wind came from the north- 
west and it did not waste any time coming. 
When the full force of it struck the town 
the wind gauge on the top of the weather 
bureau showed that the wind was passing 
here at the rate of fifty-one miles an hour. 

With the wind came al! kinds of weather 
that the elements had in store. There was 
rain enough to drench everything and 
everybody unfortunate enough to be out in 
it. There was some hail, just to show that 
the cold was coming, and then followed the 
cold. 

The mercury, which had been hovering 
up in the sixties all the morning, took a 
hasty sneak downward and has not yet 
stopped. Mr. Marbury said yesterday 
afternoon he thought it would freeze dur- 
ing the night and to be on the safe side he 
was going to turn off his water. 

Today is due, according to the weather 
predictions, to be fair and cold. Of course 
the sun wil] warm things up a bit, but 
that “high’’ which came in yesterday from 
the .northwest will not have all left -until 
tonight, so the whole day will be cool. This 
is probably the last gasp of winter and it 
is making a hard fight. After today spring 
that has been so long overdue will get an 
Opportunity and the chances are that it will 
be allowed to come in all its glory.

Speech of Grand Master Davis. 

Mr. Davis was introduced by Thomas H. 
Jeffries, who presented thim in a few well 
chosen words. He spoke in part as follows: 

“My Brethren: It is always a pleasure 
for me to visit your fair city, especially 
Masonically. I find the principles of Ma- 
sonry put into practice and the true spirit 
of the order exemplified here to the very 
fullest degree... I appear before you tonight 
as the representative of one of the most 
harmonious grand bodies in the world, Oth- 
er grand jurisdictions have had their feuds, 
their factions and internal divisions; even in 
old England, the mother of all our lodges, 
two grand bodies have existed at the same 
time and both claiming to be the grand 
lodge. Yet the grand lodge of Georgia has 
moved harmoniously on without a discord 
to mark an epoch in its history. 

“‘Masonry is the oldest organization in 
the world. Its origin goes so far back into 
the misty ruins of the past that historians 
are unable to fix the true date of its birth. 
Some tell us it had no existence before the 
*tenth century, or if it had, it was lost in 
the long dark ages which preceded that 
period. This theory, however, has been 
often exploded. Even in the removal of 
Cleopatra’s needle secrets were awakened 
that had slumbered uninterrupted for nine- 
teen centuries. Others trace it back beyond 
the building of the temple. General Albert 
Pike, in his ‘Laws and Dogma,’ says that 
while delving into the eastern lore he 
found the Egyptians and Tyrians in pos- 
session of a part of our third degree. His 
theory is that Solomon obtained this legend 
from the Tyrian workmen, and incorporat- 
ing it into the work, gave Masonry a tangi- 
ble and practicable form at the building of 
the temple. 

“Although this temple has fallen and not 
a stone is left to mark its site; although 
a temple erected to another God now oc- 
cuples its place, the eternal principles of 
Masonry still live and thus prove to us 
that its mission is not yet fulfilled. God 
has for it other work to do and will keep 
it in existence until its destiny is accom. 
plished. 

“If there was but one tenet, but one 
cardinal virtue, but one plank in its plat- 
form, that'plank would be love. The great 
spirit of love is assuming a sublimer atti- 
tude every day. It is yet destined to rise so 
high, to spread so wide and shine so bright 
that all creeds and governments will be 
swallowed up and lost in its all-absorbing, 
overshading power. 

‘‘No man’s influence Hes in the office 
which he holds, nor in the position which 
he fills, but in the thoughts which he 
arouses and the sentiments which he in- 
spires in the breasts of his fellow men. A 
man’s influence is unceasing; it is as last- 
ing as eternity, as death and as immortali- 
ty. The river runs ever onward to the 
sea and we say of its water when it reach- 
es the great gulf that it is lost. Not so; it 
is caught up by the sun and again comes 
back in the form of rain to revive and re- 
fresh the earth. So it is with that great 
current of humanity which is running ever 
onward to the infinite ocean of eternity. 
We say of a man when he is engulfed into 
the great sea of oblivion that he is dead. 
Not so; he has just begun to live, and 
living, must affect the destiny of the gen- 
erations that come after him. 

“Not a single human thought has ever 
died. Even if suppressed in utterance, it 
has left its impression on the eternal dés- 
tiny of the mind which conceived it, and 
the soul whose sentiment first stirred the 
intellect to its creation. How careful 
should we be then of our words and 
thoughts. Our daily prayer should not only 
be to do right, but to think and feel right. 
I have the highest regard for that religion 
which takes charge of men’s minds, and 
eradicating thoughts of vice and sin, fills 
them with thoughts of love, purity and vir- 
tue and for that religion which 
places the human mind on the very high- 
est plane and keeps it in perfect harmony 
with the divine mind. 

“Every man has his own special work to 
do, and though all cannot fill the same 
office nor hold the same station. all can 
inspire the hearts of their fellow men with 
higher, purer, nobler thoughts. All can 0

Market Broad and Excited with Yaris- 
tions—Irregularities Pronounced. 


WAS EXTENSIVE REALIZING’ 


Over a Million Shares Dealt In—Left 
Off Easy, Many Stocks Showing 
Material Aivances. 


New York, March 2.—Strength prevailed 
nearly all day in the stock market with 
total dealings of over a million shares. The 
effect of extensive realizing was not felt 
until near the close, when the tone was 
easy, but the recessions still left material 
advances in many stocks. London, after 
some early purchases, sold freely on the 
advance here, but the stock was well taken. 
Sterling exchange was strong and time 
money easier..Ca!l money, which had touch- 
ed 6 per cent, was loaned at the close at 
4%. An incident bringing forth favorable 
comment was the week’s increase of over a 
million in exports of merchandise. Practi- 
cally the only laggards in the jist were the 
Morgan stocks, including the coalers, Louis- 
ville, Atchison preferred and Manhattan. 
The latter was weak on threatened increas- 
ed competition by the underground road 
which the Metropolitdn company offered to 
construct. Metropolitan jumped to 269 at 
the opening on the assumption that it would 
profit by an underground railroad, being 
thus re;ieved of the long hau! on its surface 
cars. The stock later lost 2 points of its ad- 
vance. The conspicuous strength of North- 
west, whieh made a net advance of 7% after 
an extreme advance of 5 points more, had a 
good effect on other raikways, particularly 
the Vanderbilts and Pacifics, Qmaha rising 
2 points. The decrease of February surplus 
earnings, for Burlington had a momentary 
depressing effect on the stock, but it closed 
at about the best. Sugar, on comparatively 
moderate dealings, rose 7%, retaining more 
than half of its advance. Tobacco stocks 
were sharply advanced in anticipation :of 
the increased capitalization of the American 
Tobacco Company. At the 
meeting today Brooklyn Transit advanced 
5 points and Consolidated Gas 4 points, 
while American Tin Plate and Peoples Gas 
also showed strength. One reason assigned 
for the strength in a number of the stand- 
ard railways was the reinvestment of 
money received by the sale of Chicago 
and Alton stock -to the purchasing syndi- 
cate. The advance in Northwest, Union 
Pacific, New York Central, coupled in some 
quarters with expressions of confidence that 
the roads would be amalgamated, although 
this story recently met emphatic denials 
from the Vanderbilt interest.

Interesting Stories of 
| Japanese Women 


_ One of the most interesting features of 
_the meeting at the Atlanta Woman's Club 
Monday was the paper read by Mts. Bur- 
ton Smith, and written by a well-known 
Atlanta woman who has been a. student 
of the customs of the Japanese women 
for some time. 

_ She attributed their present oppressive 
etate to the principles of Buddhism, which 
a relegates. woman to, any put, the highest 
nA position, poe tte 

' From the time of infancy the Sidénedie 
Woman is made to appreciate man’ s suU- 
poriority, and though the little Japanese 
boys calls his sister by her tiame, she 
must call him “brother, dear.”” She can- 
not sit at the table with him, but general- 
ly waits on- him and his father, and has 
not even a chance to see, much less know, 


—_- + 


the man she fs to wed until the betrothal 
has ‘been arranged by her parents and 
those of the groom. 

A man, generally a married man and 
better known as the “go between,” is se— 
lected by the girl’s father to negotiate for 
her marriage; all meetings of the two 
fathers are arranged by him, and the first 
meeting of the lovers is arranged likewise 
by him. On this occasion the young W0- 
man-is not supposed to speak, but simply 
appearing with a cup of tea, serves her 
leige lord-to-be, and then departs. 

Her first obligations after marriage are 
to her mother-in-law and father-in-law, 
then her husband, and she is really noth- 
ing more than a servant in the house un- 
til she arises to the dignity of mother-in- 
law herself. 

The paper includes the following inter- 
esting account of the Japanese marriage 
ceremony: 

“The wedding ceremony will always take 
place in the bridegroom's house, which has 
been decorated for the occasion, Wedding 
decorations are very simple. The toke- 
nomo, or shrine place, should be decorated 
with pine, bamboo and plum blossoms in 
vases, with three pictures appropriate to 
the occasion hanging on the wall. In-the 
middie of the room is ‘put a small table 
made of white wool, upon which is an 
artificial pine tree, and at either end of 
the table is an old man and an old woman. 
These are dolls dressed in the ancient 
style. The meaning of the decoration is 
a wish for long life and prosperity for the 
bride and groom. Before the evening of 
the wedding day the bridegroom sends a 
few persons to the bride’s house to welcome 
the bride. Then when all things are ready, 
they kindle a little fire in the entrance to 
fhe bride’s home and she is carried by in a 
kago to her future home. Her father and 
mother, the. go-between, the friends who 
came to welcome the bride, and a few 
servants, follow in a procession, The ger- 
vants carry presents for the bridegroom’s 
family, and all have brigttly-lighted lan- 
terns bearing the crest of the bride’s fam- 
ily. These presents are for every member 
of the bridegroom's family, including the 
servants, -The bride will be treated by the 
servants according to the pgesents they 
have recelved, so her father must: be very 
generous in the wedding gifts.. If the 
bridegroom lives in the city, thé houses on 
his street wil) be decorated with janterns 
hung in the entrances for congratulations. 
When the bride comes to the home of the 
groom, she will be taken first to the dress- 
ing room. Here she will arrange her dress 
and then wait for the ceremony. When all 
things are ready, the bride comes, moving 
slowly and: gracefully, into the chief room. 
The bridegroom is already seated on the 
upper seat in front of the tokenomo and 
is waiting in a solemn manner for the 
bride. She comes and takes the next seat 
to him, which is a lower seat, and the go- 
between sits down in front of the couple. 
By the side of the bride will sit two mar- 
ried ladies or two little girls. When all are 
seated quietly and in a dignified manner, 
one or two voices will be heard in the 
next room singing a Japanese song, and 
this will continue daring the whole cére- 
mony. A smal] table Is now brought in,. 
about one foot square and a foot and a 
mn high. Upon it are three flat cups, the 

one small, the second larger and the 
third larger still. The table is placed in 
frent of the bride and one of tHe ladies 
sitting by her will pour out a little Japa- 
nese wine from a wine jar, which Is dec- 
crated with paper butterflies. She then 
hands the smallest cup to the bridé; who 
takes three sips of the wine and then hands 
4 pe nae)

Governor Candler has ordered a respit 
of two weeks in the case of the Halli coun- 
ty murderer, Cassius Law, who was con- 
demned to die on the gallows at noon to- 
day. ee 
The pardon board, in whose hands the 
fate of the condemned man was placed, has 
asked for an extension of time in which to 
consider the merits of the case, and upon 
the recommendation of the board Law was 
given a lease on life until April 12th. 

It was claimed by the attorney for Cas- 
sius Law that he is a degenerate and 
mentally unable to distinguish between 
right and wrong. The application for a 
commutation of sentence to life imprison- 
ment has been before the board of pardons 
for the past week, but on account of other 
matters that demanded the time of the 


Y foardthe case could not be taken up for 


consideration until yesterday morning. 
Cassius Law was found guilty by the su- 
perior court of Hall county of murder in 
the first degree, he having confessed to the 
killing of a colored woman in her house in 
that county. Public sentiment in the dis- 
trict around Gainesville is greatly against 


Law and it was feared for a time that the - 


man would be taken from the hands of the 


sheriff and lynched. 

The plea made before the pardon board 
by the attorney for Law was similar in 
every respect to the defense of Robert 
Lewis, the slayer of Foreman Haynes, who 
died on the gallows two weeks ago. As in 
the former case before the board the con- 
demned man is represented as a degené- 
rate, with many of the symptoms of in- 
sanity and totally unable to distinguish be- 
tween right and wrong. 

The officials of the state who have to 
deal with cases of pardon object to the 
way. in which attorneys for condemned men 
wait until only a few days before the law 
is to take its course and then file an appli- 
cation for commutation of sentence. In 
such cases it is necessary to respite the 
condemned whether the case is a worthy 
one or not and many of the officials are of 
the opinion that such practice is tampering 
with justice and should not be continued.

©n the ground of the recommendation 
Governor Candier signed an order pardon- 
ing the negro and ordering his discharge 
from custody.

Knoxville and Northen. 
NOTHING DEFINITE $O FAR 


President Henry McHarg Is in Europe 
Conferring with Capitalists 


HE WILL RETURN SOME TIME NEXT MONTH 


Industries Are Growing Along the 
Road and Business Is Increasing. 
It Wants an Outlet. 


Preliminary surveys are to be run from 
Marietta to Atlanta and from Marietta to 
Austell to see which will give the best out- 
let for the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern railroad. 

So far as can be learned, no arrangements 
have been concluded for constructing an 
extension from Marietta either to Atlanta 
or to Austell, but it is desired to have an 
estimate of the probable cost. 

Mr. McHarg, the president of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern, is in Europe and 
‘is not expected back for a month. When he 
returns, something definite in respect to 
construction may be announced. 

Atlanta is preferred as the terminal, but 
the country from Marietta here is very 
rough and it would be expensive to build 
the connecting link. 

On the other hhand if the extension should 
be built to Austell, the mileage would be 
considerably increased, as the road would 
be as far from Atlanta at Austell as at 


Marietta. 

The, Western and Atlantic used to be pret~- 
ty hard on the old Marietta and North 
Georgia in traffic arrangements, but it is 
said that the new company has been able 
to make better terms with Major Thomas. 
As it is situated, the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern has no particularly friendly 
connection at either terminal. At Marietta, 
the Western and Atlantic competes with 
it for Knoxville business, and at Knoxville 
the Southern competes with it for Atlanta 
traffic. The company, therefore, wants to 
get into Atlanta so that it can work with 
some of the eastern lines. 

If ever the Norfolk and Western builds 
from Bristol to Knoxville, the Atlanta, 
Kroxville and Northern would have an ally 
which could throw it a great amount of 
business. Reports of the Norfolk and West- 
ern extending have been revived recently 
and there may be something in the talk. 

Notting official can be obtained about the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern’s plans 
until Mr. McHarg returns to New York. His 
line has been gaining business and with 
the opening of new mines and furnaces 
along the upper part of the road, its traffic 
will continue to grow. The marble industry 
is quite active now and the quarries have 
a great future. Under the management of 
Mr. MecWifiams, the physical condition of 
the property has been improved and the out- 
look for the road is brighter than it ever 


has been before.
